MILL-WORKERS VOTE TO 
STRIKE THIS MORNING. 


F THE members of the Southern 
California Mill Owners’ Associa- 
tion do not sign up before 9% 
q’clock this morning to pay an in- 
crease of 12% per cent. and grant 
the eight-hour day on a graduating 
time scale, the mill workers and 
cabinet-makers are going to strike 
at 9 o'clock. 

This decision was reached at a 
meeting of the cabinet-makers and 
mill workers in the Labor Temple 
last night. The vote to strike un- 
leas the mill owners sign up was 
unanimous. About 360 of the work- 
men are unionized, and they were 
all at the meeting last night. It is 
probable that about twenty mille 
wiht be involved in the strike, al- 
though there are only four or five 
of. them strongly unionized. 

There is no Nkelihood that the 
mill owners will sign up to recog- 
nize the new wage scale and the 
eight-hour day, because the South- 
ern California Mill Owners’ Asso- 
ciation, which held a meeting Mon- 
day evening to consider recommen- 
dations of the Federal mediators, 
notified Capt. Charlies T. Connell 
yesterday that the organization has 
no authority as a body to accept the 
terme of the mediators.
